THE BALKAN SITUATION 


IS BECOMING CRITICAL 


LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Macedonian situation is becoming alaiu:- 


ing. Russia and Austria may become seriously involved with Turkey 
over the reforms which they wish the Borte to grant in order to main- 
tain peace in the Balkans. Added to the situation is the grave danger 
that the Macedonian chiefs may start their threatened rebellion at any 
time now. 
• 


Russia and Austria, acting in concert, are about to submit to the 


other powers a scheme for the amelioration of the condition of the 
Christians in /Macedonia. Should the powers approve their plan, it will 
be pressed upon Abdul Hamid by Aostro-Russitn diplomacy, coupled 
with representations, by the Vienna and St. Petersburg governments 
that, if the sultan does not acquiesce, then Austria-Hungary may be 
compelled to occupy the sphere of imetest assigned to the dial monarchy 
under the Berlin treaty, while Russia would assume the task of keeping 
the Balkan principalities in restraint pending tbe< consolidation of the 
new regime. 
• 


Such are the main features of the agreement caid to have been 


reached between Count Lanwdorff and Count Gotucbowcki at the recent 
conference in Vienna. It* professed object is to maintain .the status 
quo, if possible, and ia any event to modify it only to the extent neces- 
sary to stamp oat the revolutionary movement conducted by the Mac- 
edonian committee on Bulgarian soil.
